What is to. be done in order 
build up the meat Industry of Canada? 
There will be little use for abattoirs 
if the farmers do not raise animals 
for slaughter therein and the question 
is now net so much huwW can we export 
our surplus meat, but rather how can 
we import enough meat to feed our 
selves. 

Canada, like other growing coun- 
tries, is already facing a shortage in 
meat supply The population is rap- 
idly increasing, whe:eas the supply of 
cattle sheep and hogs Is decreasing 
rapidly In several provinces 
actual number of cattle, sheep and 
hogs Is less than five years ago. The 
breaking up of the ranch and range 
country un the wes: into small farms 
has made serious inroads {nto the sup- 
ply of beef and mutton from that ter- 
ritory, and has practicully cut off the 
supply of thin young cattle which 
formerly wore shipped to Ontario to 
be finished over. 

Grain farners of the western pro- 
vinees are be'ne urged by experimett- 
al farm work-rs, farmers’ Institutes 
livestock and farm pavers to diversify 
their farming not only for safety as 
te returns, but as an insurance againat 
the time when fertility will be so de- 
pleted that vields of grain will be no 
longer profitable <7

GERMAN VIEW ON NAVAL OFFER 


Recognition that Dominions Action 
is Natural Corollary of Recent 
Armament Rivalry 

London.— Captain Persius. a well- 
known writer on naval afsirs, con 
tributed an erticle to the Berliner 
Tageblatt on Canada’s gift and the 
|German navai palicy. There can be 
no doubt, says the writer, that the in- 
| crease in the British fleet is due not 
j} to American or Frencg armaments, 
| but to Germany's action. 
Canada's gift is proof of the unity 
j}and strength of the British Empire. 
A little reflection must long since have 
made it obvicus to anybody that no- 
thing was more calculated to weld 
together the British Empire than the 
hurried strengthening of the German 
fleet, and the fact that the German 
fleet has been increased at a sur- 
prising rate, has made it easy for the 
British government to convince the 
| colonies of the need of support. The 
| mother country, which today 
| the burden of 
practically alone is entitled to demand 
that the Domin',g’s also shall pay 
their shares, and no supreme effort of 
mind was required to perceive that 
the Dominions would not, in the long 
|} run, shrink from their duty. Mr. 
| Borden is undoubtedly right in affirm- 
‘ing that participation of Dominions 
in the British defensive equipment 
| will tend to emphasize the peuceable 
| inclinations of Great Britain The 
Dominions, unquestionably, desire 
|; peace. They are far beyond the 
| reach of European militarism and they 
will thus use their influence in the 
| cause of peace and the reduction of 
armaments It will be interesting 
| he concludes, to see what attitude our 
navy enthusiasts take up towards the 
new situation, One must hope that 
our Government will perceive that it 
| pursued an entirely wrong policy when 
| it permitted itself to be taken in hand 
by these critics.

Text of the Lesson, Isa., ix, 1.—Mem 
ory Verses, 6-7—Golden Text, Isa 
ix, 6—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns 

The regular lesson for the day is en- 

titled “For and Against Him,” and 

in it we see that even James and John 

did not know Him very weil and were 

inclined to act in judgment instead of 

grace and those who talked of follow- 
ing Him did not know what it meant 


to folow Him, but He, knowing all 
that lay before Him, steadfastly set 
His face to go to Jerusalem (Luke 
.ix, 49-62) It seems fitting to turn 


aside for our Christmas lesson to the 
prophetic portion assigned as an op- 
tional lesson, that we may know the 
mind of the Lord, for He will do no- 
thing that He has not revealed to His 
servants, the prophets, and He said 
Himself, “All things must be fulfvled 
which were written in the law of 
Moses and in the prophets and in the 
psalms concerning me.” (Amos Ill, 7; 
Lev., xxiv, 44). Isaiah has already 
told us that “His glory Is the fullness 
of the whole earth;" that all  ofty 
looks and haughtiness cf men shall oe 
brought down and the Lord alone ex- 
alted in that day when nation shail 
not lift up sword against nation, nel- 
ther shail they learn war any more 
(Isa, vi, 3, margin: {i, 4-11-17). 

The ereat sign woud ve that a vir- 
gin should conceive and bear a 807 
and call His name Immanuel. Na- 
tions would be arrayed against Him 
and even His own people seek fami'- 
jar spirits instead of Himself, and 
there would be trouble and darkness, 
but He would come, and in due time 
His kingdom (Isa. vii, 14; villi, 910-13 
20-22; ix, 1, 2). 

Both His first coming in humiliation 
and His second coming in glory are 
so close y associated in prophecy that 


one is apt to confuse them as one 
| event. The prophets themselves 
looked into these matters, but were 


not always able to distinguish (1 Pet 
i, 10-12) We know from Matt. tv, 
15-16, that verse 2 of cur lesson had 
a fulfillment in the days of His s80- 
journ in humiliation in Galilee, and 
we also know from Isa Ix, 13, and 
| the rest of that chapter that there 
wil be a greater darkness and a 
greater light at His second coming 
in glory. Then there is a present 
application of that verse day by day 
| everywhere that His redeemed ones 
are found, for there 1s more or less 
darkness in all places, and the lives 
of His people should be a constant 
light (11 Cor., iv, 10-11; Matt. v, 14-16; 
John 1, 4). Lesson verses 3 to 5 
look back to the deliverance by Gid- 
eon (Judg. vi, 34, R.V., margin) and 
the Lord wrought a great deliverance 


and victory. 
I believe that in Ps. cx. 7, that 
wonderful kingdom psalm, there is 


also a reference to the zeal of Gideon 
and his 300. The words in verse 6, 
“Unto us a child ig born, unto us a 
son is given,” are unmistakably plain 
concerning His birth and manhood, 
as are the words concerning the place 
of His birth in Mic. v, 2, and the 
words of the angel in Luke fi, 10-12, 
concerning his actual birth, Why are 
not the rest of the words in lesson 
verses 6, 7, just as plain? Aso the 
words in Mic, v. 2, “Out of thee shall 
He come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel, whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from the days 
of eternity.” Also the words of Gab- 
riel in Luke |, 32, 33. “The Lord God 
shall give unto Him the throne of 
His father David, and He shall reign 
over the house of Jacob forever, and 
of His kingdom there shall be no 
end.” Why are we tod that these 
words must be taken spiritually, that 
His kingdom is only in pvople’s hearts, 
that He is on the throne of David 
now and that the church-ls Israel? 

The world of God and the purpose 
of God will never be understood by 
those who thus pervert the Scrip 
tures. He did truly and literally ap 
pear in ages past to Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, Moses Joshua, Gideon, Man- 
oah, Solomon and others. He was 
truly and iterally born of a virgin at 
Bethlehem, rode on an ass’ colt into 
Jerusalem; His hands and His feet 
were pierced, 

He died, was buried, rose from the 
dead, ascended to heaven and is at 
the right hand of the Majesty on high. 
He will just as literally come again 
to rule over u literal Israel from the 
throne of David, and He wil be not 
lonly King of the Jews, but King of 

kings and Lord of lords, speaking 
peace to all nations and restoring all 

things of which the prophets have 
spoken (Zech. ix, 10; xiv. 9; Acts 
‘iii, 19-21). He will then be seen in 
fullness as Wonderful, Counsellor 
the Mighty God, the Everlasting 

Father, the Prince of Peace. He is 
/all that now, but it will be recognized 

by all when He shall come in glory. 
| JNow, since He is and is to be and 
do all that is written of Him, surely 
| we can with the utmost confidence 
| let the government of ali our affairs, 
personal, home, business, church and 
all else, lie upon His shoulders, for 
| He is able easily to carry us and all 
‘our affairs (Deut, xxxiil, 12; Col. 

iil, 15; Phil. iv, 6, 7). In reading 
the Bibe let us be govegned by this 
principle: Literal, if possible, all the 

way throngh, and if the plain, ob- 
| vious sense makes good sense, seek 
no other sense. I thank God that 
such a simple way came to me 
through the late John Wilkinson and 
| it has greatly helped me.

University Extention 
Lecture 


On Tuesday evening, before a 
large audience, in the old School- 
house, Dr. Boyle, Professor of Phy- 
sics in Alberta University, delivered 
an interesting lecture on‘‘Electricity, 
its conduction through gases, and X 
Rays.” 

The speaker was introduced by 
Mayor Lambert, who spoke of the 
School Board having arranged a 
series of lectures in connection with 
the University’s extension course, 0 
which this was the first, he was 
pleased to see the large attendance, 
and hoped that the other lectures of 
the course would meet with equally 
as much support. 

Dr. Boyle, in the course of his 
address, traced the various steps in 
the discovery of the uses of electric- 
ity, with particular relation to ‘ts 
conduction through gases. He had 
a considerable quantity of apparatus 
and gave some beautitul demonstra- 
tions of the effects produced by pass- 
ing a current through tubes filled 
with various gases. From this he 
led up to the discovery of the X- 
Rays, of which he also gave a pract- 
ical demonstration, and at the close 
the members ot the audience were 
invited to make an inspection of the 
bones of their hand by the apparatus, 
and a large number took advantage 
of the opportunity. Dr. Boyle used 
very few technical terms throughout 
his lecture, and it was understand- 
able by even the youngest present. 

At the close the Mayor moved a 
hearty vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
who in return thanked them for the 
attention they had given him, and 
said he was very pleased to have 
come here, and that the University 
would be only too pleased to assist 
the citizens of the town and district 
in every way in their power.

COINS OF LONG AGO 


Workmen Find 500 Silver Pennies Be- 
neath Church Floor 

On behalf of the Crown claim has 
been laid on some 600 silver pennies 
of the reign of Henry iil, found by 
workmen employed in removing Step 
pingly church, on the Duke of Bed- 
ford’s Woburn estate. 

The coins, which are dated between 
1248 and 1272 were concealed 5 feet 


1 foot below the ancient floor It is 
thought that they were a votive of- 
fering in recognition of a safe return 
from ‘broad and placed before a 
shrine of the Virgin Mary by Peter 
di Vitella, who was rector of th: 
village from 1247 to 1273 and died in 
Italy. 

Excavations carried out by » Cam- 
brian Archaeological associai.Sna with-} 
in the ancient fortress on the summit] 
of Penmaenmawr, North Wales, have! 
resulted in the discovery of a number 
of relics, including a bronze brooc%, 
which the British Museum authorities 
pronounce to be of the La Tene type | 
of the first or second century B.C., 
late Celtic pottery contemporary with 
the brooch and Roman pottery of the 
first century, A.D.

The collection includes the famous 
Demidoff Rembrandt, a Frans Hals 
from the Maurice Kann collection, a 
Jan Steen, two Ruysdaels and a Van 
Dyke and many fine examples of the 
little masters 

The appropriate locality of the gal- 
lery is still under discussion. The 
Johannesburg Museum, of which Mr, 
Michaelis is already a benefactor, is 
confined to modern pictures, Both 
Sir Hugh Lane and Max Michaelis are 
understood to be strongly in favor of 
!a site in Cape Town, on account of 
the eity’s historica! associations, but 
the claims of Pretoria have also been 
advanced, 

Mr. Michaelis, who has only recent- 
ly retired from business, was formerly 
a partner in the firm of Wernher, Belt 
|& Co. He has already made a num- 
ber of public spirited gifts to South 
Africa, 

Sir Hugh Lane, who at Lindsay 
House, Chelsea, possesses one of the 
finest private collections of pictures 
in London, formed the collection of 
modern art at Johannesburg municip- 
al gallery, of which he was the first 
honorary director But it is for his 
services to Irish art that he is chiefly 
known, and for which he was knighted 


in 1909, To his efforts Dublin owes 
her five gallery of modern art, and 
many of her best pictures were  pre- 


sented by him. He has also organ- 
ized winter exhibitions of native art 
at Dublin and Belfast It has been 
known for some time that he was will- 
ing to dispose of his Du‘ch pictures 
but that he would only do so on con- 
dition that they were purchased for a 
public gallery.

German Government Considering Vast 

Scheme of an Internal Waterway 

It ls rumored that the German gov- 
ernment is considering very closely 
the question cf building a canal link-| 
ing the Rhine to the North sea, Sev- 
eral schemes have been before Liem, 
the most practical being that of Herr 
Josef. Rosemayer, a leading engineer 
of Cologne. 

The projected canal would begin at 
Wiesdorf, near Cologne, on the right 
bank of the Rhine, would run parallel 
to the river as far Duisburg, antl 
thence fn a straight ine to Ditzum, 
near Emden, on the North Sea. The, 
whole length would be 174 miles, the 
average depth 28 feet, the average 
breadth 148 feet. The cost of con- 
struction is estimated at $60,000,000, 

The principal argument in favor of 
this canal js that it will allow the 
Rhine steamers to reach the port of 
northern England and of the Scandi- 
navian countries much quicker than 
is now possible. It ts calculated that: 
the voyage from Cologne to Emden 
and back by the new cana! can casily 
be made by in ordinary Rhine steam. | 
er in seventy nine hours, while the 
some steamer, taking the only wvail- 
able route vic Rotterdam, now takes 
182 hours for the same journey.

FRENCH TRADE POLICY 


Agriculture Developed When its Pro- 
ducts Were Protected 


From the time of Napoleon down 
to about 1885 the trade policy of 
France fluctuated greatly. At times 
it was strongly protectionist while at 
other times it seemed to be under 
the influence of the free trade move- 
ment. In 1852 a general French tariff 
took effect, which while freeing raw 
Materials, and taxing half-manufac- 
tured articles moderately, increased 
the duties on live stock, fresh meats, 
and other agricultural products. Even 
yet manufacturers were not protected 
to any extent. The agricultural depres- 
sion about that time led to the Acts 
of 1885 and 1887, in which much 
higher duties were imposed on wheat, 
flour, rye, barley, oats, cattle, sheep, 
pigs and fresh meat. The aim of the 
government was to preserve for the 
French peasant his large and profit- 
able home market, free frcm the in- 
roads of German and other products, 
In 1892 further protection was ex- 
tended to agricultural products. The 
protection and encouragement given 
to the French farmers not only direct- 
ly beuefited the peasantry but greatly 
added to the wealth of the nation. 
Nearly every foot of soil is extreme- 
ly well cultivated in France. Many 
people have been kept on the soll, 
thus preventing the overcrowding of 
cities and the struggle for places 
among laborers in industrial centres, 
which would have occurred had France 
pursued the English policy of opening 
her ports to the free admission of 
farm products of other countries, and 
ruined and impoverished her agricul- 
turalists. Instead of that, her rural 
population was given an oppoMunity 
to produce and sel] in French mar- 
kets vegetables, poultry, dairy pro- 
ducts and everything which could be 
produced by French farmers. The
